Covlie 
labour is quite unsuitable for gold work, and cannot form any element of calcula- 
tion. One very important element in the employment of labour is the supply of 
food and the expense of its transit from Cayenne, the concession being so far in 
the interior. Of the 70 men employed on the placer 38 are directly connected 
with washing. Theitems of expenses average per month for the last six months, 
29,000 frs., or equal to 300 frs. per hand, at 30 days to the month. Personal, 
6800 frs.; food, 5000 frs.; freight and transport, 700 frs. ; agency, Mana, 6000 frs. ; 
sundries, 1500 frs:: total, 20,000 frs. per month. These items of expense now 
swell up the grand total of the cost of labour, but with a better administration 
and an improved means of transport the amount per month, maybe very materiall 
reduced, employing the same number of hands, and a much larger amount of 
gold returned by working two sluices instead of one as at present. 

6.—SUPPLY OF WATER, AND THE AMOUNT OF POWER THAT COULD 
BE OBTAINED FROM IT FOR CRUSHING OR OTHER PURPOSES,—The

The Mana is then left and Creek Arouani 
entered, and then commences a constant dragging, lifting, and hauling over 
falls, rapids, and prostrate trees for a further 19 miles, When the water car- 
riage ends the Placer is reached by an Indian trail in single file of 19 miles in 
length, over undulating ground, through dense jungle and forest, The present 
jonrney between Cayenne and the Placer occupies some 15 days. 1 have already 
stated that by better administration many of these difficulties may be lessened 
and the time shortened. The gold is carried down the Mana in strong cases 
properly sealed, and each case is provided with a buoy and rope, so that should 
the canoe capsiz2 in passing any falls or rapids it can be easily recovered, The 
cost of freight of gold from Mana to Cayenne is trifling. Tne gold never fails 
reach Cayenne, and robbery in transit is unknown. The weight,of gold sent is 
advised by special letter.

to a lower figure last year than they have yet touched this they must again be 
reduced toa similar level; but although it is quite possible that such figures may 
again have to be accepted, yet the probability is decidedly towards higher rates, 

CopPpER.—Last week this market closed with an improved tep- 

dency, Chili bars being then quoted at 55/. 10s. to 561. cash, and on 
Saturday a fair business was transacted at slightly firmer rates. 
During this week, although no particular change has occurred in the 
official quotations, yet the market has been decidedly steadier, con- 
tracts having taken place chiefly from 56/. to 56/. 5s. cash, and up to 
$71. forward. A steady market, such as is now being experienced, can hardly fail 
to restore confidence to the holders, who have had occasion of late to become 
alarmed at the violent changes which have been made in prices, but considering 
the extremely low rates still ruling, [it would appear advisable for not only con- 
sumers and shippers to take into consideration the advisability of effecting pur- 
chases, but also those holders who wish to average their past unfortunate con- 
tracts. It is unreasonable to expect prices to recede to any further material ex- 
tent, for with the exception of last year, upon no previous occasion have prices 
been so low as they are at the present time. Many of the Indian and Russian 
buyers are taking advantage of the reduced prices to execute orders for manu- 
factured, and it is to be hoped that their orders will continue to increase. The 
heavy stock is the chief cause of the continued depreciated prices, but it should 
be remembered that manufacturers now hold very little private stock, and, 
therefore, the copper which is now in existence, with the exception of that held 
at Birmingham, is nearly all included in the public visible stock. 
_ Iron.—There is not much change to be noted in the state of the 
iron trade. Prices are now so low that only trifling concessions on 
the part of the sellers are made, but there are still, in spite of the 
reduced rates, many buyers who appear indisposed to make contracts 
beyond their pressing wants. Last week, in giving our Glasgow re- 
port, we were able to state that one more furnace in that district had 
been damped down, and we then expressed a hope that makers would quickly 
blow out more of their furnaces that stocks might be reduced, whereby better 
prices could be realised. It is, therefore, a matter of regret to find on referring 
to last Tuesday’s returns that instead of any more furnaces having been blown 
out there have been two put in blast, thus bringing the total to 116. At present 
obtainable prices for pigs makers are said to be losing heavily, and it is, there- 
fore, not a little surprising that they should seek to augment their production, 
which ‘ust necessarily tend to increase their losses. The argument in favour 
of the extra production last year was that producers hoped to be able to make up 
their profits, which could not be realised with the low prices, by increasing the 
quantity of their output, but as consumers were unable to take the iron as rapidly 
as makers produced it, it had to gointe public store. This scheme, as far as pro- 
ducers were concerned, succeeded, for during the activity they were able to pass 
the iron into the hands of speculators, but the very fact of its remaining in stock 
was an evidence that the demand was mere speculative than consumptive. At 
any time, to whatever figures speculators may advance prices, any reaction 
which may take place will be the more keenly felt and prolonged while the 
markets are overburdened, and, therefore, it is to be hoped that makers will soon 
see the necessity of curtailing their production, and allow stocks to be dimi- 
nished, which can only be done by the damping down of their furnaces. 

The Glasgow warrant market has been very quiet during the whole week, and 
at the opening last Monday the tone was decidedly flat, and prices receded from 
45s. 744d. to 45s. 444d., and on Tuesday a further reduction was announced, there 
being numerous buyers at 45s., but sellers refuse to make sales under 45s. 1d., but 
towards the close the market became a shade firmer,'sellers asking 45s. 3d., since 
which there has been no material change, the market closing to-day at 45s, 3d. 

The foreign and coastwise shipments last week were 11,036 tons, 
against 11,415 tons in the corresponding week of last year, and the total ship- 
ments from Christmas to date this year were 313,056 tons, against 207,840 tons 
in 1879 and 161,025 tons in 1878, The stock in Connal and Oo.’s Glasgow store on 
the 22nd inst. was 442,670 tons, against 441,873 tons on the previous week, or an 
increase of 797 tons. The Middlesborough market is reported very quiet, and at 
the opening there was less disposition to transact business. Quotations are weak, 
and some of the makers are said to be entering into contracts at prices some- 
what below their nominal rates. Second-hand parcels of No. 3 are quoted at 
about 36s. 3d. to 36s. 6d. The stock in public store in this district has increased 
during the week by about 1100 tons. The deliveries last week were satisfactory, 
considering that business was checked by the holidays, aud amounted to over 
16,000 tons, out of which a considerable quantity was exported to the Baltic, the 
remainder of the shipments being chiefly to Belgium and Germany. There are 
still some large orders in hand to be executed for the United States, but no fresh 
orders of any note coming from America. It is satisfactory to find that makers 
in this district intend blowing out some of their furnaces, and their example 
ought to be followed by producers in other parts. The manufactured trade is 
dull, and as orders are scarce prices are not only low but still manifest a drooping 

dency. Bars and angles are officially ovoted at 5/. 159., and ship-plates at 
Os. to 61. 15s., with only a very limited business being recorded. 
There is very little to be reported from Sheffield. Prices are easier, but the 
Jemand for some desvriptions is fairly maintained.

There is little or no change 
in the position of the markets in the Welsh districts, large shipments still being 
effected to the United States, and some makers are said to have good orders on 
their books for Australia, Canada, and India. Considering the falling off in the 
American demand, prices are fairly upheld. Enquirers for rails are not so 
numerous, but bars are in moderately good request. Large arrivals of iron ores 
are being made—Newport alone is said to have received last week over 14,000 tons. 

Tin.—At the commencement of the week the price of Aus- 
tralian and Straits was reduced from 72/.10s. to 72/., at which figures 
a fair business has been transacted, and prices have since remained 
tolerably steady. As prices for this metal have now been so con- 
siderably reduced, being nearly 30/. per ton below the highest point 
touched this year, it seems somewhat improbable that quotations 
will be reduced much further for the speculative prompts at the high rates must 
now be nearly over. Should the statistics, however, of May 31 again show the 
stock to have diminished there will be more promise of a recovery in prices, as 
it would doubtless tend toward the restoration of contidence, which has been 
somewhat shaken by the continued depreciated prices of other metals.

THE ROYAL COMMISSION ON ACCIDENTS IN MINES. 
With the visit paid Jast week by the members of the Commission 
to several mines in England and Scotland their labours may be said 
to have all but terminated, the framing of the report alone remain- 
ing to bedone. It appears that the first place that was visited during 
the Whitsun week was the Blantyre Colliery, near Glasgow, when the 
workings in the Nos. 1, 2, and 3 pits were examined, and then astart 
was made for the North of England. 


several interesting experiments with it were made. The party then 
visited South Yorkshire on Thursday, going down several collieries, 
and separating the same night. On the following Friday morning, 
however, Mr. WARINGTON SMyTH, the Chairman of the Commission, 
accompanied by the two Yorkshire Inspectors of Mines, as well as by 
several other gentlemen, paid a visit to the Mitchell’s Main Colliery 
and that belonging to the Barrow Hematite Company. At the 
former there had been two or three serious sudden outbursts of gas, 
whilst at the Barrow Colliery, the deepest in the district, where the 
Bilkstone coal was first proved directly from the Barnsley seam, es- 
tablishing the fact that in the neighbourhood of Barnsley there was 
what might be considered a new coal field, upwards of 15,000 acres 
in extent, a man was recently killed by falling from a shaft to the 
pit bottom, the body being undiscovered for nearly two days. 

The Commission, it may be said, was appointed in February, 1879, 
for the purpose of enquiring into and reporting with respect to the 
influence of fluctuations of atmospheric pressure upon the issue of 

‘fire-damp from coal; as to the adoption and efficient application of 
trustworthy indicators of the presence of fire-damp; generally to 
systematic observations of the air in mines; to the employment of 
explosive agents in the getting of minerals, and as to whether the 
resources of science could furnish any practical expedients not now 
in use that were calculated to prevent the occurrence of accidents 
and limit their disastrous consequences. This, it will be seen, was an 
extensive field for enquiry, and the result has been that a large 

- amount of interesting ana valuable evidence was given with respect 
to mining operations generally. With regard to the system of work- 
ing coal mines the evidence is somewhat contlicting, but longwall 
appears to be most in favour. One Inspector states that longwall, 
where the roof will allow of its being worked, is the best means of 
guarding against the outbursts of gas that at times take place, and 
that the system has been adopted on account of its safety. Another 

nspector says he.has a strong objection to the use of gunpowder in 
longwall working, and this is endorsed by another well-known In- 
Spector, whilst we are told that by such a mode of working shot- 
firing should not be. carried on. Jt is also stated that ventilation by 
long wall is easier and simpler than by any other mode, whilst there 
is not so much chance of an accumulation of gas. Then we have it 
ffom another offiéial that longwall his béen adopted 6n account of 
its safety. yy ; 

The opinion of Mr. DicKtNson, the Chief Inspector, was that for 
safety a Combination of longwall and pillar and stall was the best, 
for by some systeths in which the coal in this country was got nearly 
thé half of it was lost: By adopting such a system the workings 
would be kept in sich a wayand the gob walling wss so,arranged that 
the air of the mine would be thrown-back. into the old workings, so 
keeping the gas from getting near to the working places. Mr. LIND- 
RAY Woop, one of the Commissioners, appears.also to be in favour 
of the Jongwall mode of working, for he stated in one of his papers 
that by it the waste was so much less than by bord and pillar; by 
the former practically the whole of the seam was got, about 14 per 
cent. being the entire estimated loss, whilst it was 5 per cent. by 
pillar and-bord. The production of round coal in one seam at the 
East Hetton Colliery was 68 to 69 per cent. by longwall against only 
46 per cent. under the old mode, whilst by the former the consump- 
tion of timber was extremely light. As coal-cutting machinery must 
before long play an important part in the getting of coal in this 
country, there being even now a good many. machines at work, Mr. 
Woop states that longwall is almost essential to the working of coal- 
‘cutting machines, which will render the blasting of coal less neces- 
sary. As to blasting there is also considerable difference of opinion, 
in some cases even Inspectors consider it safe, and essential to the 
atines being kept in operation. One gentleman considers it most 


desirable that blasting should be abolished, whilst another approves | 


eof-blasting, as he thought it could be done safely. Another states 
that “in some mines it would no doubt have the eifect of closing the 
mines if powder were altogether forbidden.” The settlement of the 
practice of blasting can only be effected by the special condition of 
different districts, as well as by the natural conditions under which 
ie gas is met with, and its volume. Experience, however, hasshown, 
niore particularly in South Yorkshire, that the practice is a most dan- 
Werous one im mines in which the strata give off aconsiderable quan- 
tity of gas. In the district alluded to the coal in many instances is 
obtained below the general level of the water-bearing strata, which 
may be the cause of the larger quantity of gas met with than in many 
other coal fields, 
The question as to the best. safety-lamp was not overlooked by the 
Commissioners, who obtained a good deal of evidence with regard 
to,it from .many and opposite districts. The best known are the 
Davy, the Stepheuson, the Clanny, and the Muesler, but of late years 
there has been several. new inventions, including the “ protector,” in 
which & spiritinstead of an oilis burnt. The three first named, how 
ever, appear from the evidence to be most in favour, especially the 
Davy and Clanny, In some of the most fiery mining districts, how- 
ever, the men tenaciously hold to the Stephenson, which they con-

An interesting and successful series of experiments for demon- | 
strating that dy namite, although one of the most powerful explosives | 
known, can, with ordinary precautions, be used with perfect safety was | 
made on April 15 in'the Kaigunsho ground, Tokio, before ‘Adteaiea\ | 
Enomoto, Minister of Marine; General Oyama, Minister of War; 
Mr. H. E. Yamao, Minister of Public Works; Admirals Kawamura, 
and Ito, General Saigo, and a large number of civil, naval, and mili- 
tary officers and others connected with the mining and engineering | 
interests. The experiments, which were fully reported in the Japan | 
Daily Herald, gave great satisfaction, and reflect the utmost credit 
upon Mr. John Reid, the energetic representative of Nobel’s Explo- | 
sives Company, by whom they. were arranged and carried out. He+ 
explained that although nitroglycerine—the active agent in dyna- 
mite—was discovered by Dulong in 1811, it was not until Mr, Alfred | 
Nobel’s persevering experiments secured its practical application in | 
dynamite that it “became of industrial utility ; and he mentioned | 
that dynamite is regarded by those who use it as being one of the | 
safest, strongest, and most economical explosives in use. 

To demonstrate the harmlessness of dynamite as cargo a fire was

Dr. ANSTED.—We have to record the death of an eminent man of 
science, and one of our oldest correspondents, Professor ANSTED, at 
the age of 66 years. David Thomas Ansted was ason of the late Mr. 
William Anstead. and was born in London in the year 1814. He 
graduated at Jesus College, Cambridge, as a wrangler in 1836, and 
was elected in due course a Fellow of his college. In 1840 he was 
appointed to the professorship of geology in King’s College, London. 
Five years later he became lecturer on geology at Addiscombe College, 
and also at the Civil Engineering Collegeat Putney. About the same 
time he was made assistant secretary to the Geological Society, whose 
quarterly journal he ecited for many years. From about 1850 down 
to a very recent date he was extensively engaged in the application 
of geology to the engineer’s work, in mining, and in various other 
departments ofindustry. He has has also been frequently employed 
as an examiner in physical geography under the officers of the 
Governmént Department of Science and Art. The list of his works
